THE INDIAN ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICE (l’RO- 
HATIONARY SERVICE) RULES, 1948. 

In exercise of the power conferred by section 241 of 
the Government of India Act, 1985, the Central Govern- 
ment with the concurrence of the Governments of Assam, 
Bihar, Bombay, the Central Provinces and Berar, East 
Punjab, Madras, Orissa, the United Provinces and West 
Bengal hereby makes tho following rules, namely — * 

l. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Administra- 
tive Service (Probationary Service) Rules, 1948. 
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(‘2) They shall apply to persons, hereinafter called 
probationers, appointed to the Indian Administrative 
Servlet* after the 1st August 1947, except those selected 
for appointment by the Special Bccruilment Board, the 
Provincial Civil Service Officers selected by the Fodern) 
Public Service ('oitmus'uon under the scheme of emer- 
gency recruitment, the war service candidates, and the 
candidates appointed on the results of the combined com- 
petitive examination held in 1945 for the I. A. & A.S. and 
certain other Central Services 

2, A person selected for appointment to the Indian Ad- 
ministrative Service, other than a member of a Provincial 
Civil Service selected for such appointment in accordance 
Vi Itli the rules governing the, appointment of Provincial 
Civil Service offices !o the Indian Administrative Service, 
shall he appointed to that service on probation and a per- 
son so appointed is hereinafter referred to as "a 
probationer ” 

8, Every probationei shall, on appointment, proceed to 
the Indian Administrative Service Training School ho 
undergo training for such period as the Central Govern- 
ment may decide. 

4. A probationer who fails to comply with the provisions 
of these Ttules or to obey any order which he may receive 

n the Central Government Or other duly constituted 
horitfv, or who wilfully neglects his probationary studies 
or duties or is guilty of conduct unbecoming of an officer of 
the Indian Administrative Service, shall be liable to 
removal from the Service or other disciplinary penalty. 

5. Reports on the conduct and progress of probationers 
shall he made by the Principal of the Training School to 
the Central Government who, In cases of misconduct or 
unsalisfuciory progress, shall take such disciplinary action 
as they may consider necessary 

ft. (a) Probationers shall, at or about the end of the 
noripd of training referred to in Rule 8 above, be required 
to 'obtain such marks as the Central Government may 
decide in oach subject at an examination, hereinafter 
inferred to as the Final Examination, to he conducted by 
the Federal Public Service Commission. The subjects

10. The Federal Public Service Commission may in 
1 heir discretion, at any time prior to the date on which a 
probationer is confirmed in the Service, institute or cause 
to be instituted such enquiries as they deem necessary in 
respect of his nationality, domicile, age, health, character 
and conduct and if the result of such enquiries is unsatis- 
factory in any of the above resyrects, the Centra] Govern- 
ment may forthwith romove him from the Indian Ad- 
ministrative Service. 

11 The probationers who complete probation to the 
satisfaction of the Centra] Government and who have 
also satisfied that Government in respect of nationality, 
domicile, age, health, character and conduct during the 
period of probation shall be confirmed in the Indian Ad- 
ministrative Service ; 

Provided that, notwithstanding such confirmation, an 
officer will be liable to be removed from service if he fails 
to pass the departmental tests prescribed by the Provin- 
cial Government within such period as may be specified.

The subject will comprise the Indian Penal Code, the 
Indian Evidence Act, and the Code of Criminal Proce- 
dure. 

There will bo one paper of three boors’ duration divided 
into three parts, at least one question to be answered 
from each part. 

Lt is desirable that candidates who are able t<^ spend 
the vacation or a portion of it in their Provinces should, 
if possible, attend criminal qa oceedings in Courts of Law 
iu order to familiarise themselves with the principles of 
legal proof and their applications.
